| WHY THOMPSON VOTES

AMERICAN LEGION HELPS ON WAR 

INSURANCE REINSTATEMENT. 

There are a great many ex-service men 
who will not, according to regulations, be 
permitted to reinstate their war insur- 
ance after July 1, 1920. All men are al- 
lowed eighteen months after discharge 
‘to reinstate their war term insurance, 
nd for those who have let their insur- 
nce lapse and have been discharge 
more than eighteen months will have 
until July 1 to put the policy in force 
again. 

For the benefit of the men who cannot 
get to the central office of the war risk 
insurance bureau in the Stock Exchange 
building, Chicago, the American Legion 
has established branch offices in various 
parts of the city, which will be open from 
7 to 9 p. m., every evening except Sun- 
day. Ex-service men are invited to call 
at these offices to make any change in 
their insurance and especially to rein- 
state the policy before the stipulated 
period expires. Following are the names 
of the posts which have arranged for 
these war insurance offices, and the loca- 
tion of the offices:
